I found it quite 
practicable to turn his right and then 
place myself to the rear of Baba Walli, 
where Ayoob Khan's main camp was. 
I decided on doing so and commenced 
tho attack shortly after 9 o'clock yes- 
terday. To cover my design, I made 
preparations for u direct attack on 
Baba Walli. This feint was entrusted 
to troops of the Candahar garrison 
under Gen. Primrose, who also arrang- 
ed to occupy my advance^ positions of 
the previous diiy! The attaclrwas made 
by the first ana second brigades under 
Generals McPherson and Baker, re- 
spectively, with the third brigade under 
Gen. Macgregor in support, tho whole 
infantry being under command of 
Gen. Ro-ss. An elevated village with- 
in 1200 yards of our position was 
strongly held by tho enemy and had 
first to bo taken. This was done in 
most gallant style by tho 92d High- 
landers and 2d Ghoorkas, covered by 
artillery. The two brigades then atl- 
vanced through orchards .antl. en 
closurea, fighting steadily, the' left (jof 
the 2d"^brigade being brougu around 
until the village of Perspaimal was 
reached. At this point the enemy was 
in great force and fought most reso- 
lutely, but nothing could resist the de- 
termined advance of the British iroops. 
Shortly after this reverse the .slope of 
Baba Walli was reached and the stand- 
ing camp-of Ayoob becauje visible. All 
the oiiemy'ii 'attempts to stem the cur- 
rent wero fruitless; 'By 12 o'clock noon 
the camp was in our possession, with 27 
pieces of ordnance, which include our 
own guns lost on the 27th of July. The 
casualties, in addition to those yester- 
day reported, include three oflElcers of 
cavalry slightly wounded. The 92d 
Highlanders had 51 wounded, three of 
whom have since died. Tho 7 2d had 
17 wounded, 1 of whom has since died. 
Among the natives 11 wero killed and 
72 wounded. The total number wound- 
ed was about 210. ■ 

The Afghans fouglit. bravely until 
Baba Walli watf tak'Civ ' ' in the rear. 
They then lost heart and iled in wild 
confusion- The cavalry pursued them 
15 miles.
